I see by the papers that Henrikas Rabinavicius 
(Lithuanian for Henry Rabinovitch), former Secretory of the 
Lithuanian Legation in London, had appeared as a witness in 
the Alger Hiss perjury trial in Hew York. 

I have known Henrikas Rabinavicius since 1920 . 
when he was appointed Sebretary to the Lithuanian Legation in 
London and when Count Alfred Tyszkiewicz served as charge 
d 'Affaires. Soon after his appointment Rabinavicius began his 
intrigue against his chief by reporting to his government the 
alleged misconduct in offioe, to wit: the Count's alleged ties 
with the Polish government; and because he was an aristocrat 
and not. part cularly friendly to the Jews. 

Sinoe then Rabinavicius Berved as Secretary to 
the Lithuanian Legation in Vlashington and later as counsllor 
of the Lithuanian Legation in Moscow . His last post was in 
London, r/hen the Legation was Informed of Lithuania's seizure 
by the Soviets Henrikas Rabinavicius it is alleged packed up 
his belongings and the sum of 1.300 from the Legation's cash 
box and disappeared. Soon after he and his wife arrived here 
in Hew York and several years later Henrikas Rabinavicius be- 
came an American citizen. ~ 

Upon my return from Lithuania in 1920 where I 
was in charge of the Seourlty Department/.! called at the Lith- 
uanian Legation and there saw Mr. Childa-'who acted as treasurer 
of the Legation. Some time later Mr. Childs told me that he 
had been dismissed from his post by Rabinavicius after he had 
obtained from him a "loan" of L50 under false pretences. My 
article with the reproduction of the promisory note given to 
Childs by Rebinavioius appeared either in 1922 or in 1923 in

AUGUST CLAESSENS$Executive Director, Social Democratic Federation, 
7 East 15th Street, New YdHc City, was Interviewed by SA Lawrence W. 
Spillane on January 16, 1950. CLAESSENS stated that he was the Secretary 
of the Socialist Party since about 1937 and he has been a member of the 
Socialist Party since 1927 • He stated that in 1932 he was an organizer of 
the Socialist Party and as such he kept in touch with all of the branches 
of the Party. He stated that his contacts with the Morningside Branch of 
the Socialist Party were limited Inasmuch as he considered this branch a 
troublesome branch. He recalled that DONALD HENDERSON was one of the 
leaders of this branch; that HENDERSON was a candidate for Congress on the 
Socialist Party ticket as a representative from the 19th District. He re- 
caliedthat MARGARET LAMQNT, whom he believes to be the wife of CORLISS 
LAMONT, was an active member of the Morningside Branch.

For this reason he had limited 
contacts with this branch due to the variance of the attitudes and political 
opinions. 

He stated that the split in the Socialist Party came to a head iia 
1934 with the Detroit referendum under NCRMAN THOMAS^ He recalled that this 
referendum referred to the United States Government *as a bourgeois democracy; 
it threatened that in the event of war the Socialist Party would oppose the 
U. S. Government. Another phrase was placed in this referendum which was 
couched in careful phrasing that meant to him that they intended to set up 
a dictatorship of the proletariat in a workers' party. He stated that this 
referendum caused a break in the Socialist Party. He recalled that the 
Morningside Branch was the leader and a spearhead in favor of the Detroit 
referendum and they fought vigorously for its passage. 
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He stated that he never met PRISCILLA HISSJP He recalled that the 
Morningside Branch of the Socialist Party had a meeting place on 125th -^^ 
Street above a store ttiich was located near Manhattan Avenue, New York C^fy.^ 
H& recalled that in about 1932 many of the branches had a division callld *r 
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"American Relief" and that they gathered clothing and food for the miner^^^s?^ 
who were on a strike and lockout. He also recalled that many of the 
branches had commissars for the poverty stricken people and that this 
division was called "Woman's Committee.". He stated that In 1932 a person 
who intended to become a member of the Socialist Party would apply at one 
of the local branches and fill out an application blank which would be 
forwarded to the Executive Committee of the Socialist Party, 7 East 15th 
Street, New York City, and if no one on the Executive Committee had any ob- 
jection to the .membership of this individual, the individual was admitted 
to membership* The application card would then go into the files of the 
Socialist Party in chronological order and a red membership card would be 
forwarded to the individual who filed the application. He stated that for 
their own convenience they made out an alphabetical file ifaich included the 
names of all of the members of the Socialist Party which file was In addition 
to the application cards. Ho stated that the alphabetical cards as well as 
the application cards of the members of the Socialist Party have been main- 
tained since sometime prior to 1932 at 7 East 15th Street, New York City. He 
believes that all of the former members of the Socialist Party are listed in 
his alphabetical file. 

He stated that the application card file was maintained at 7 East 
15th Street, New York City, but at the present time he is unable to locate 
the application cards filed by applicants to the Socialist Party which were 
dated prior to 1935. He stated that the Socialist Party cards have been 
maintained at 7 East 15th Street, New York City, since the inception of the 
Socialist Party but that the physical location of these cards has varied 
through the; years within t£at building.

that a Man Ice de Forest Lockwood belonged to the Class of 1907 at 

Yale; but there is a curious thing about that as the name appears 

in 1903 - four years before his date of graduation at Yale as a member 

of the Calumet Club in New York and noted as "absent" from 1903 until 

1917 inclusive. It is not easy to understand how a young fellow of 

1907 at Yale could have been a member of the Calumet Club in 1903 * 

which would have made him a member there at about the age of 17 or 16,, 

unless he had a father of the same name, but even that doesn't work out 

very satisfactorily. The Union Club book glves-the name of "Manloe 

d»F. Lockwood, Jr." as elected to the Club Aorll 1^, 19^S and yet the 

Social Register gives his name (without the Junior) and as the same 

man who graduated from Yale in 1907 and belongs to the Union Club.

B/KER stated that he had told 
Mr. BKKS that the FBI had asked him about ALGER HISS and that he had told 
the FBI. prior to the recent trial, that he had no direct information on 
ALGER HISS, end he told Mr. BEPS that he would have to tell him the same thing 
in regard to TJHITTAKEP CHAMBERS. 

BAKFR said that he then inquired of BERS as to whether he desired 
to use this information for purposes in the sppesl whish is te be filed. He 
said that 3ERS told him that the new Defense Counsel for ALGER HISS was 
engaged in trying to secure new information to dp of assistance in a third 
trial that they hoDed would be held in the future. BERS indicated to BAKER 
that the present Defense Counsel for ALGER HISS feels very confident that 
they will" be successful in securing a new trial for HISS inasmuch as he 
feels HISS had good material to justify a successful apne8l. BERS did not
